corner, the rest being under lalang and ether coarse grasses. Among 
lalang, were a number cf holes planted with durians, earth mounds, 
decaying stumps, and many stump4*holes. It was, thus, practically, 
unsuitable for cultivation without much labour* The hill, on being 
cleared cf the jungle before, was laid cut in narrow terraces varying 

in length and breadth. ^
